SUCUES<FUL FLIGHT,

The trath of the sayiog, “All things
come to these who wait,”” was made
spparent to Alexandrians st sunsel
yesterdsy eveniog, when Orville Wright
and Lieutenant Bepjamin D, Foulois
made a1 serisl ron in  biplane from
the pyade grounds at Fort Myer as far
as the Sputhern aod Washingtoo-
Sonthera Railway tracks south of the
reservoir of the Alexandria Water Com-
pany, returoing to the fort in 14 mion-
tes and 42 seconds, The voyige was
made at & speed of one second less than
42 miles an bour, This feat is the first
of its kind io the world,

Deducting 26 seconds consumed o
making the tarn south of Bhooter's Hill,
the time was 14 minates and 16 ssconda,
The Wrights will receive $26,000 from
the government together with 5,000
bonus in cousideration of the time made
by the biplane.

The crowd that bad gathered op
Bhooter's Hill sod st the base was
about a8 pumerous as that of Wedoesday
eveving, while people all over the clty
were on the lookout, many of whom
were provided with field glasses, aod
nearly all who desired to do so had &n
opportunity of witnessing the wmodern
marvel of navigating the afr.

Just as the sun was sinking behind
Shooter’s Hill keen.eyed members of the
sssemblage saw the machive as it rose
over tho tree tops In the vicioity of Furt
Mgyer, snd the cry, ‘‘Here 1t comes!”’
enthused every one, The cavalrymen
on the hill soon cleared & space on the
sgmmit sod every eye was riveted on the
fas: approaching biplane, At first it
was suggeative of a vampire In the ofl-
ing, but it was becoming larger every
second, and fo about the time It taken
to tell it the machine was neariog iis
goal, Tho crowd was greally enthosed
aod cheersd wildly as the seroosuts
drew oear the bill,

The propellers which were epinniog
with the rapidity of tops aod the rattle
ooeasioned by them sent additional eo-
thus‘asm through the gatheriog when st
6:50 the machine was passiog over the
hill, The sviniors kept aonth after pass-
ing the crest until they reached & point
pearly over the railroad tracks when 8
gracelul turn was made, and the biplane
was headed t9 the north, pessing be-
tween Shooter’s Hill and the union
pansenger atation, It took but & few minu-
testo return tothe fort,and the interested
crowd watched the machine as it became
smaller and smaller uotil it Aoslly van-
jahed behind the disiant tree tops,

The machine was appatently between
60 and 100 feet nbove when it passed over
Bhooter's HillL

The performance was over by seven
o’clock, and during the next balf hoor
Kiog sireet was thronged with people
who were relurning home discussing
this twentieth centary wonder,

The mid-air experience of the avia-
tors is told by Orville Wright, Upon
the return to the fort he esid:

“Ihe engine worked perfecily, and
dido’t miss s siogle explosion. The
greatesi height we reached, above the
gully «' Four Mile Ruo, was probably
about 400 feet. At pno timp were we
pearer than 200 feet to the tops of the
trees on the outward run, The wind
was stronger up there than I thought it
was goiog to be, and blowiog from Lhe
wesl oarried me slightly oft my conrse,
When we came withiog sight of Shooter's
Hil! I had to besr quite sharply to the

right to get to the balloon, around
which 1 bhad to paw. I crossed in
front of it torned to the lelt, and

headed back over the crowd that had
gathered there. In lurniog I came
about & little too fast, lost headway,
and dropped covsiderably, so that I
started back a good deal lower than I had
coms, Then when we reached the deep
gully at Four Mile Ron we ran Into a
pronounced down trend in the atmos-
phere, and I bad to elimb hard to over-
come it. From thst point practically
the entire return wes something of 8
olimb, and I imagine I lost considerable
spred by it. The fight waa satlefactory
in every way, and from the performance
of the biplane, | figure thet the ma-
chioe could go forty-five miles an hour
wilth conditions, That is, without »
oross wind and over a course, even As
rough as this, but which | was better
acquainted with, “Seneations? Why,
I wns too bosy looking at the balloons to
have noy sepsations,” eaid  Lieol
Foolofs, who took his firat flight in o
neroplane with & good deal of nonchal-
ROCE.

“How do I like to make history?

Shaotei’s Hill began to wave their arms,
but we couldn’t hear them shoat uatil
we were almost directly over them, Then
we could hear a sort of commotion com-
jog from them. 1 should say we were
aaveral hoodred feet shove (he ground
at oor highest polot, bot it was ao Iar
that it didu’t seem to inter:= us much.
It was bard to tell whether the tops ol
the troes were 100 feet below us or 260
feet. Ooming back we got & slow slart,
snd then lost some of our altirude when
we struck & down eurrent of air st Four
Milo Run. Afier that I conld see that
Oeville had ts keop the machine climb-
fog,'"
